1 . This communication is in response to applicant's 09/26/2005 appeal brief in the 
application of Gradischnig for "A node which supports enhanced links for transferring longer 
messages than according to current MTP level 2" filed 08/17/1999. This application is a 371 of 
PCT/EP98/00877 filed 02/16/1998, and claims for foreign priority based on an application filed 
in FED REP GERMANY - 97102527.5 on 02/17/1997. Applicant's argument and remark with 
regard to the rejection under 35 USC 103 are persuasive. 

2. Claims 7-12 are allowable (Claims re renumbered as 1-6 respectively). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application is deemed to be directed to a no obvious improvement over the prior art of record. 
The improvement comprises: a first destination point code for connecting to a first link for 
supporting short messages; and a second destination point code for connecting to a second link 
for supporting the long messages, wherein both the first and second destination point codes are 
part of the same/different MTP network, as expressly recited in the claims.
